We hoar from Takow of a sad accident tn 
which s young sailor behaved with groat 
gallantry. The fncident occurred over a 
month ago, but deserves to be recorded 
notwithstanding. Ourcorrespondent’sletter 
in dated Takow, 20th July, and he says :— 
“This afternoon the German barque Ino 
arrived from Hobgkong to Messrs tiles & 
Co,, the vessel having left yoar port on the 
12th instant. There was a heavy surf on 
the Bar, bat the Captain of the West Gien 
cffered to put the Osptsin or Mate on shoro 
to onter at the Consulate, In crossing tho 
Bar ihe boat was unfortunately capsized, 
and rolled over. Luokily the tide was 
atrong flood, bad {t been otherwise none of 
them would have b-en saved; as lt was, 
one man (a seaman) was drowned, while 
others were picked up by catamarans just 
insido the suf, There was a plucky 
youngeter in the boat, an approntic» just 
out of his time, who swam in, and on meet- 
log the boats on their Way out to render 
assistance, be signalled them to hurry out 
to the others and not tofheod him, This 
same young fellow, when he heard that one 
man was missiog, swam back and dived five 
or six times for h'a comrade, bat without 
success. Tbie was done, it must be borne 
in wind, fo o soaway with a heavy surf 
breaking and with a tide which threatened 
to wash him on to the rugued rocks which 
ate sharp as knives and woutd have torn 
him to pieces had be got on to them,” We 
are sorry that tho namo of this gallant 
young fellow is not given, but trust that he: 
msy hear further of his conduct. 


A Bouv and impudent burglary was com- 
mitted in the amall hours of yesterday 
morning at Messrs Saylo & Cos promises, 
Quoen’s Road Central, in the very heart, it 
may be sald, of the business portion of the 
town, The store was locked up on Satur 
day night as usual, ond the permanent 
watchman at the front of the building and 
another at the back wore at their posta. 


. _.Nothing was hoard or seen by either of 


them during the night to excite suspicion, 
and it was ouly when the accountant, Mr 
Harley, had finished some important mail 
work which took bim to the offices early on 
Sunday and kept bim employed there till 
past midday, that anything was observed 
which led to investigation boing made. 
A lot of matchos were found soattered 
about the office floor; the compradore’s 
drawer was found opon and empty (it is 
believed some $40 or 60 had been abstract- 
ed therefrom), aud on a rough inspection 
being made it was discovered that a large 
quantity of goods bad been stolen by 
burglars, Tho splection they had mede 
was cholce and varied, and the most vala- 
able articles had been ohoren. Tho thloves 
are supposed to have got in by the roof, 
and in all probabllity they had removed 
thelr plander by. the same means of ecommu- 
nication, The house next to Messrs Sayle’s 
premises hax been vacaut for some ehort 
time, and if they bad been concealed there- 
in they oonld have. no doubt made thelr 
way oasily on to the top of the house, and 
galnod admittanoe through the alrylight into 
the tailors’ room, which comprises the upper 
most story, The door at the foot of the 
stairs leading thence into the upper show- 
room was bolted and padlocked on the 
other alde to that from which they would 
approach it ; but this difficulty they aur- 
mounted by cutting out a pieces of the door, 
apgarently with «#: burglar’s strap saw. 
They appropriated sllks, handkerchiefs, 
stockings and a whole goneral lot of goods, 
the amountaofarasoan ba roughly estimated 
belng botweea $800 and $400. This is only 
the approximate value, of courae ; in euch: 
an exteasive warehouse it would be impos- 
sible to reckon up at once everything that 
fe’ missing.” “It would appear es if Mr 
Harley's taking bp his post in the office 
early in tho morning bad disturbed the 
mon at thelr thieving operations, for in the 


Tue foochow Herald, while in ignorance 
apparently of the real facta of the recent 
Gates at Amoy; and unaware of the scant 
osurtesy shown by the Acting Consul to 
the dofeadent’s Concael, has the follow-

The fine was paid 
in both these instances, In the Chang 
Hock Kiang case, the captain ‘has, we 
understand, appealed egainst the consular 
decision, and a new hearing is oxmlng off 
at Amoy in the cotirse of the next week. 
Mr Hayllar Q.0., has been rotained by the 
owners of the vessel. 


Ovz friends in Kobe bays been acivaing 
themselves with a discussion respecting the 
advisability of importing and maintaining 
apublio band, Tho Aiogo News, presum- 
ably representing the views of some mem- 
bera of the community who-have apparently 
deen fired with ardour after the aousual 
treat of hearing the performance of the 
band of the Spanish man-of-war, startled ita 
subsoribera by announcing that the question 
of making the experiment in Kobe had boon 
mooted, but our coutemporary wis:ly ra 

marked that the supp rt given to 4 public 
band in a largo and wealthy plie like 
Shanghai had sctaally fallen short of what 
was necessary, A clear-headed correspon- 
dent has since pointed out that the expendi. 
ture for the first yoar cannot fall far sbort 
of $4,500 and pertinently. inquires how 
many subscribers there would be to make 
upeo largeaaum. Another writer to the 
paper suggests that good bandsmen can be 
obtained for » monthly aalary of $10, whioh 
idea is again ridiculed, We would auggust 
as a solution of the difficulty that our 
musical neighbours get up a amateur band 
for their own delectation.—Japan Mail.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter, 


Tho Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre 
pared to makr good the contents of auch 
correspondence lost while pasting through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— ~ 

1. That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 


2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That’ application was made to tho 
Postmaster wenoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss wos discovered, the 
envelope being invariubly forwarded with 
auch applicstion unless 1t also ia lost. 


4, Thut the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occutred whilst the corres- 
pondence was in the custody of tha British 
Postal udministration in China, tbat it was 
not cauged by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by deatruction by fire, or ehipwreck, 
nor by the disho eaty or nexligence of any 
porson not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office.
